4.  NURSING  STAFF  AND  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

The  Board  is  satisfied  with  the  nursing,  and  is  pleased  with  the  progress  made 
with  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  which  is  under  the  control  of  a  fully  qualified 
Sister-Tutor. 

The  Hospital  is  recognised  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  as  a  complete 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  with  a  Preliminary  Training  School  and  a  provisional 
Training  School  for  Male  Nurses. 


The  results  throughout  the  year  have  been  excellent. 

The  Medical  Officers  have  given  valuable  help  be  means  of  lectures  and  bed¬ 
side  clinics  in  preparing  nurses  for  examinations. 

Male  student  tutors  taking  the  London  University  Training  Course  for  Tutors 
have  attended  for  practical  training  at  the  Hospital.

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9.  BANBURY  AND  DISTRICT  WORKPEOPLE’S  HOSPITAL  ASSOCIATION 


This  Hospital  Association,  formed  in  1909,  with  its  aim  and  object  of  helping 
the  Hospital,  and  the  residents  of  Banbury  and  District,  has  been  most  successful. 

The  Board  regrets  that  with  the  coming  of  the  State  Hospital  System,  the 
Association  as  at  present  constituted  will  disappear,  but  there  is  on  record  all  that 
it  has  done  to  build  up  and  support  the  Hospital,  and  the  Board  is  truly  grateful  to 
the  Officers,  Committee  and  Members  for  their  loyalty  and  service,  and  the  Board 
records  with  gratitude  that  during  the  year  the  Association  has  paid  £8,670  Os.  Od. 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Hospital,  making  a  total  of  £114,694  since  its  in¬ 
auguration  in  1909. 

10.  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  short  term  planning  for  the  extension  of 
the  Hospital,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  approached  upon  the  matter. 

We  await  sanction  to  commence  alterations  to  Penrose  House,  for  which 
estimates  have  been  obtained,  but  all  other  developments,  i.e.  out-patients’  depart¬ 
ment,  maternity  block,  theatre  extension  and  staff  dining-room  are  held  up  pending 
consideration  by  the  new  Oxford  Hospital  Board. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  will  accept  responsibility  for  such  developments,  as  our 
capital  which  was  available  for  such  purposes  has  been  used  for  maintenance.
